Having been appointed commissioners on the concerns of the University of 
Vermont, agreeably to the statute, passed October 30th, 1828, and having, by 
a majority of the board, attended to the annual examination of the students, 
at that institution, and to the other duties of our appointment, we now re- 
spectfully REPORT, “= 

The provisions of the charter of the institution appear to have been with 
fidelity complied with. Since the destruction of the edifice by fire, two ex-

Within the past year, a system of instruction and discipline has been intro- 
duced into this institution, differing in many of its leading features from the 
other-colleges of the country—a view of which can be but impartially given 
in this report. The complaints existing against college education, as con- 
ducted in thís country, resolve themselves into the following : 


]st. That it is not sufficiently practical. 


9d. That consisting in a fixed course introductory to the learned prfessions, 
as they are called, and requiring all to pursue that course, it was not adapted 
to existing wants and demands of society. 

3d. That fixed lessons being prescribed to the classes, the progress of the 
most diligent and able was clogged and limited. 


4th. That the literary degrees have become a matter of course, no longer 
the reward of ailigence, or the evidence of scholarship.  . , 


To obviate these objections, and, at the same time, to preserve.the integri- 
ty of the literary degrees to classical knowledge, as universally established in 
the republic of letters, a course has been adopted in the University, of which 
the following is a summary : i 


The studies to be pursued and taught are divided-into four departments.— 


Ast. The Department of EneLisa LITERATURE, comprising rhetoric and 
criticism, the history and analysis of the English language, and literature 
and general history, 

2d. The Department of Lanevaees, comprising ancient and modern lan- 
guages and literature. 


3d. The Department of Maruematics and Puystcs, comprising pure and 
mixed ‘mathematics, geography, natural philosophy, chemistry, natural 
history, anatomy and physiolugy. l 

4th. The Department of Porrricar, Moran, and INTELLECTUAL Purros- 
oPHY, comprising political economy, the principles and forms of government, 
laws.of nature and nations, ethics, natural theology, and evidences of reveal- 
ed religion, logic and metaphysics. : e 


Students are admitted on possessing a knowledge of arithmetic, elements 
of algebra, geography and English grammar. ff admitted to pursue the de- 
partment of languages with reference to a degree, the requirements are as 
extensive as at any of our colleges. 

A course of instruction, in each of said departments, is going forward, co- 
temporaneously, in every year; and the student may be perfected in any 
chosen department, without being compelled to attend to what is not desired 
by his friends and the faculty. The classes which attend to each depart- 
ment, are divided into such sections as their different degrees of advancement 
demand. Students leave college when they please, though none are received 
for a less term than one year; and they receive testimonials of their attain- 
ments, Degrees ave conferred ouly ou those who have attended to all the 
departments, for the term of fuur years, and passed satisfactory examination 
in-studies believed to be as extensive as at any college in America. 

The principal advantage to be derived to community from such an arrange- 
ment, is this: a thorough education may be here obtained by young men, in 
those departments which fit them for practical life as farmers, mechanics, 
"nerchants, and more especially as able and efficient instrüctors in our com- 
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mon schools, without being compelled to attend to the study of languages, 
which is more peculiarly adapied to professional pursuits. l 

That the experiment should prove successful in its laudable objects of sat- 
isfying the demands of an improving community, ts much to be dgired.—And 
the liberal views, commendable zeal, and literary enterprize of the faculty, 
which has projected it, and who are laboriously devoted to its faithful execu- 


tion, is worthy of encouragetnent 
thus to open the avenues to liberal 


ani patronage. An inereased exertion, 
science in our land, voluntarily assumed 


by the faculty, merit a corresponding increase of means, which is much want-

Being again called, by the voice of my fellow-citizens, to fill the honorable 
office of chief magistrate of this state, permit me, through you, to tender 


to them the homage of my deepest 


gratitude, and to assure them that this 


renewed mark of their confidence will be met with renewed exertions, ou my 
part, to discharge the important duties assigned me, with a single view to the 
interest, the honor, and the happiness of the good people of this state. 

If we turn our attention to the conilition and internal concerns of the state 
for the past year, we shall find much to gratify the patriot and philanthropist, 
and abundant cause for thankfulness and gratitude to the Divine Source of 


"Wisdom and Goodness, that the co 


urse of events has been so ordered, that 


no general and desolating sickness has prevailed : that the various applica- 
tion of the industry ef our citizens has been rewarded with reasonable prof- 
its; that our civil and religious institutions remain unimpaired ; and that the 
state is steadily progressing towards that respectable station among her sis- 
ter states, which she seems destined to occupy. 


_ Since the last meeting of the general assembly, the distinguished individu- 
al who then held the first office under our federal constitution, has retired to 
private life, aud that office been filled by a gentleman who has rendered im- 
portant services to our country.

I am not aware that tlie interest. of the community, requires any material 
alteration in our public laws. Dier appear to afford, under the administra- 
tion of our courts of justice, an adequate remedy for every wrong ; whieh is 
the objeet'of law. AW laws should be explicit, stable, and duly euforced.— 
Frequent changes tend to create doubt and uncertainty, aud promote litiga-- 
tion. No law, therefore, which has received the construction and application 
of its principles, by our eourts, ought to be altered, except from a thorough ` 
conviction of its inadequacy to accomplish the object for which it was enacted, 

Among the important duties assigned you, by the constitution, there is no 
one that calls for the exercise of a sounder discretion, and a more pure devo- 
tion to the public interest, than that of appointing to the several offices pre- 
scribed by law. The honor of the state—the peace, the harmony, and the 
security of the citizens, all require that no other considerations should be ta- 
ken into the account, but such as relate particularly to the moral character 
of the candidate, and to his qualifications ta discharge the duties of the office. 
This course would be honorable to the general assembly, and would, itis be- 
lieved, have a powerful tendency to allay the spirit of party, which unfortu- 
nately prevails. In the early stages of our republican form of government, 
different degrees of faith in its stability, and a difference of opinion with re- 
spect té the legitimate application of its powers, were to be expected. But 
the experience of half a century has dissipated all doubts of its stability, aud 
has pretty clearly pointed out the general policy, and the great objects of na~ 
tional interest,.to which the powers of goveriinent ought to be directed.  Al- 
though the politicians of some of our sister states have contended for a ver 
limited construction of the powers conferred by the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, yet, in this state, so far as my observation has extended, there lias 
been a very general unanimity of sentiment in favor of the liberal construc- 
tion of that instrument, which bas, for many years past, been adopted and 
applied by the general government. If we are agreed as to the principles 
and measures of the government, it is dificult to perceive any substantial 
cause for the existence of political division. Tr is, therefore, most sincerely: 
to be hoped, that a spirit of moderation and candor will preside in our count 
cils; that the public good wil! be held paramount tu every other considera- 
tion ; and that there will be a union of exertion to promote harmony and 
good feelings among our fellow-citizens. cd 

The peace, prosperity and respectability of a, community, depend, essential- 
|y, on the morality, good order and industry of the members of that commu- 
nity. Every measure which will have a tendency to promote such a desira- 
ble state af society, is a proper subject for your consideration. Among the 
causes which tend to impair, if not to destroy it, a free indulgence in the use 
of spirituous liquors holds a prominent place. The fruits of it are a waste 
of time and money, and often intemperance, the parent of almost every vice. 
The general prevalence of this evil has attracted the attention of the friends 
of virtue, morality and religion, and praiseworthy exertions are: making to 
arrest its progress. The facilities allowed by our laws to the procuring of 
licences, have had a tendency to spread the temptation to this indulgence 
over évery part of our country. Whilst these remain, it is very much to be 
feared that no individual, or associated exertion will be able to eradicate the 
evil. Itherefore respecifully recommend the inquiry, whether a higher as- 
sessment on licences for retailing spirits, and a repeal of the eighth section of 
the act directing the mode of obtaining licences, and regulating inns and 
houses of public entertainment, would not, by diminishing the means of ob- 
taining spirituous liquors,be promotive ofthe cause of morality and good order. 

The demoralizing effects of the practice, so general, with officers of the 
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militia, of treating their companies with spirits, on training days, has. been 
witnessed, by many, with regret. This practice has been of so long standing 
that few officers are disposed to risk their popularity, by adopting a different 
course. Itimposés a heavy and unnecessary burden upon the officers, with- 
out any adequate benefit to the companies; but often the reverse—causing 
Au instances of intemperance, profanity and strife. Itis believed that 
a law prohibiting this practice, would be very acceptable to the orderly por- 
tion of our citizens. ` 

At the last session the superintendent of the state prison was directed to 
make, and lay before the present legislature, an estimate of the próbuble ex- 
pense ofso altering or enlarging the state prison, that it shall contain at least 
one hundred and forty cells. This direction was given with a view of ma- 
king such alterations in the internal nrrangements of the buildings as would 
admit of the introduction of a more perfeet system of prison discipline. The 
prison was constructed according to the most approved plan known at the time 
of its erection. And so far as the security and labor of the convicts were 
contemplated, it appears to have fulfilled the expectations formed at tiat 
time. But the primary ohjeet of punishment is to produce a more beneficial 
result ——the reformation of the convict. To ascertain the best method to ef- 
fect this benevolent and humane object, has engaged the attention of many

In these schools of 
wickedness, the young are instructed in the whole science of knavety ; and, 
when released, return into society with greater ability for mischief. — It has 
been found, by experieace, that by confining the convicts in separate cells, so 
that when they leave their work-shojts, they can hold no communication with 
each other, and kept in silence and splitude, under a neve-ceasin supervision 
and inspection, these evils have been prevented. In the solitude of their cells, 
they have much time for reflection, and are rendered peculiarly susceptible 
to instruction in moral and religious principles. In several of the state pris- 
ons, Sabbath Schools have been introduced, and with the happiest effect.—

In tae month of June, I received n communication from Captain Graham, 
of the corps of Topographical Engineers, stating that he had arrived at Mont- 
pelier, with three assistants, and with directions from the Engineer Depart- 
meat to coutinue the surveys and examinations in this state, with a view to 
the connection of the waters of lake Champlain and the river Connecticut, 
through the valley of Onion river. Asthe engineers were necessarily unac- 
quainted with the topography of the country to be explored, and the objeet 
eutrusted to them being of general interest, I thought it my duty to designate 
some person, who had a genera! knowledge of the country to be explored, to 
act as agent in behalf of the state. |I accordingly requested Joshua Y. Vail, 
Esq. who had been represented to me as well qualified to perform these ser- 
vices, to procure for the engineers such information as would aid them in the . 
discovery of the most practicable route; and, so far as it might be necessa- 
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ry, to accompany them in their examinations. Mr, Vail has performed these 
services; and as there is no legal provision for compensation in such cases, 
his account will be laid before you ; and I trust you will feel disposed to make 
him such reasonable compensation as his services have merited. — 
have received communications from the executives of several of our Sis-. 
ter states, which will be laid before you.. Among these are some which, irom 
the importance of the subjects to which they relate, and ihe high degree of 
excitement elicited by these subjects, in some sections of our country, it is 
considered proper to notice more particularly. ‘These communications com- 
rise certain resolutions passed by the legislature of the state of South Cato- 
lina, denying the constitutional power-of congress to regulate duties on im- 
ports, for the purpose of encouraging domestic industry ; to construct roads, 
or roads and canals, in the states, for the purpose of internal improvement; 
or in any way to patronize, or direct appropriations for the benefit of the A- 
merican éolónization, of any othéf society. These resolutions are accompa- 
nied by an exposition of the injurivus effects of the tariff Upon thë interest 
and prosperity of the agricultural states. Also, a report adopted by the legis- 
lature of Georgia, in which the principles advanced in the resolutions of South 
Carolina, are recognized. This report, also, is accompanied by a memorial 
on the subject of the tariff, addresseil to the anti-tariff states, and-a remon- 
stranee to the states in favor of the tariff, Also a report and resolutiona 
adopted by the general assembly of Virginia; on the resolutions of South Car- 
olina and Georgia, supporting the constitutional construction maintained by 
those states, so far as they relate to the powers of congress to pass laws for 
the encouragement of domestic manufactures. And also a report and reso- 
lutions, adopted by the legislature of the state of Missouri, denying the con- 
stitutional power of congress to appropriate monies for the purpose of aiding 
the American colonization society. ‘These resolutions and documents have 
been transmitted to me, by tlie executives of those states, with the request 
that they bé laid before the géneral assembly of this state. These communi- 
cations are written with great ability, and relate to subjects intimately,con- 
nected with the great interests and prosperity of our country: And being the 
deliberative acts of the legislatures of four respectable members of our na- 
tional confederdcy, are entitled to all that attention and consideration which 
is due to the importance of the subjects, and to the high sources from which 
they have emanated. 

In conformity to the act providing for the publication of the reports of the 
supreme court, passed at the last session of the general assembly, 1 appoint- 
ed James Davis, Esq. to prepare, and cause to be priated and bound, five 
hundred copies of the reports of cases, decided by the supreme court, during 
the year ending on the first of October, 1828. By reason of the ill health of 
the chief justice, and the delay in making out the reports, by some of the 
others, the printing of them was not commenced so early as would have been 
desirable. But I have been assured that a volume, consisting of five hundred 
pages, will have been printed and placed in the hands of the book-binder, by 
the tenth of the present month; a few copies will, soon after that time, be 
delivered at this place ; and the remainder may be expectéd before the close 
of the present session. 

By a resolution passed at the last session of the general assembly, it was 
made my duty to request the governor of Lower Canada to cause to be re- 
moved the obstructions across the river at the outlet of lake Memphremagog, 
so that the water in said lake may be reduced to its former height. I took 
the earliest opportunity to confer with some of the proprietors of the lands, 
represented to be injured, and requested them to procure the affidavits of 
Some respectable persoris, who were acquainted with the lands, before the 
waters were raised, to ascertain the quantity damaged, the amount of dam- 
age, and the effect produced by raising the waters, en the health of the in- 
habitants living in the vicinity of the lake. Jt appeared to me both proper 
and necessary, that evidence of these facts should accompany my application 
to the governor of Canada. After several months had elapsed, and the pro- 
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prietors not having complied with my request, I appointed a special agent, 
with instructions to procure the affidavits of such persons as he should dis- 
cover to possess a knowledge of these facts. But, for reasons unknown to 
me, I have not received any return from the agent; and nothing further has 
been done. ifthe general assembly shall not otherwise direct, I shall contin- 
ue my endeavors to effect the object of the resolution. e 

I would respectfully invite your attention to the alterations in the act rela- 
ting to common schools; and to the several acts regulating particular land 
faxes, which I had the honor to propose at the last session, and which re- 
main undisposed of. 

T shall most cheerfully co-operate With you, gentlemen, in the performance 
of our public duties: And may that Being, who appoints the destinies of na- 
tions, direct us to the adoption of such measures as will secure the lasting

"| REPORT: 


To ihe General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now in session: 


The subscriber respeetfully submits the following report, and the accom- 
pauying exhibit, relative to his proceeding, and the situation of the state 
Pr ending September 30th, 1829, for the consideration of the general as- 
sembly. l l 

The subscriber deems it unnecessary to lay before the legislature any thing 
further than what relates ‘particularly to the labours of the prisoners, their 
general conduct and situation for the past year, and the present prospects for 
pursuing the kind of labor, which has for almost all the time since the organ- 
ization of the prison, been pursued. 

The general assembly will notice, by the accompanying exhibit, that the 
avails arising from the labors of the convicts, for the last year, have fallen 
eousiderably below, or short of the expenditures for that time. This I can 
assure the legislature has not arisen from a deficiency in labor performed ; 
for as great an amount of goods have been manufactured the past gear, ap in 
_any year preceding, in proportion to the looms kept in operation ; and I am 


- 
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hapjyy to say, as general ani faithful attention to work, with a greater degres 
of industry and good condnct manifested, than at any time previous: but it 
is owing, as I presume the general assembly are well aware, to the great and - 
unexpected fall in prices on cotton goods in the American markets. Itis 
true the state prison goods have not diminished in prices as much as the 
brown sheetings and shirtings ; but they have felt the effects of the depres- 
sed siate of American cotton goods most seriously, and this has borne heavi- 
ly upon the labors ofthe prison. = 

Jt will be recollected, that on the Ist of Ogioher, 1828, agreeably to the 
report of the superintendent, he had on hand, in stock and goods at the pris- 
on, and in the hands of merchants in Boston, to the amount of $18,000, the 
stock was purchased in, at a fair price, when bought; but owing, as has been 
observed, to the low state of the market, the goods then on hand, as well as 
what were manufactured from the stock or yarn, and in fact the goods that 
have been, made from yarn purchased since, until about the first of August 
last, have experienced a diminution in price at least of one and a half cents 
upon the yard; but while the sales of brown cotton goods have been dull and 
low in price, it has been otherwise in regard to sales of state prison goods— 
our sales have been as quick, although reduced in price, as at any preceding 
year. This is owing, doubtless, to the small quantity of colored goods in the 
market ; for early in the season, many of the manufacturers of colored goods 
stopped their factories, either from failure, or withdrawing their capital from 
that kind of business ;—and this is a prominent reason why 1 would recom- 
mend to the legislature the continuation of weaving. I believe itis the gen- 
eral opinion of merchants and manufacturers, that cotton goods will not de- 
cline from the present prices, and yarn can now be purchased so low as to 
warrant something better thau has heretofore been realized for plaids and 
ginghams. I am sensible, when we look aj the depressed state of manufac- 
turing concerns, but small encouragement offers in prosecuting the business 
of weaving ; but on the other hand, what can be done to more advantage ?— 
To throw away (or put out of use, which is nearly the same) all the machine- 
ry for weaving, now in use, would be attended with a great sacrifice of prop- 
erty.—To undertake new employment for the convicts, which would neces- 
sarily take nearly or quite half the year to come, to make them any way 
qualified to perform a day's work, and the uncertainty of finding employment 
` jn other branches of mechanical labor that could be prosecuted to better ad- 
vantage, are reasons, in my mind, that it would be better to continue the 
weaving of colored goods another year, with a close attention, and watching 
the markets, so that those kinds of goods most saleable, may be in readiness, 
both in kinds and qualities. I have at this time a contract to make three 
thousand yards or more of a fine quality, to be made from yarn, numhers as 
high as 45 to 50, called the Scotch gingham, which have been sold, and still 
are selling, in the New-York market, at a fair profit. 

There have, for the past year, been 53 [ooms kept in operation—being a 
less number by 4 than the year preceding. Thisis owing to the circumstance 
that a greater proportion of the convicts pardoned last fall, and those whose 
terms of confinement have expired since, were weavers, than of any other 
class.—Our present number is 130—6 of them have been committed since the 
lst of September last. 

I am happy to make known to the legislature, that a good degree of subor- 
dination and correct deportment on the part of the convicts generally, have 
been observed by them, and less solitary confinement for gross violations of 
the bye-laws and regulations, than for a number of years past. This is un- 
doubtedly owing, in a grat measure, to the happy effects produced from a 
religious concern of mind among the prisoners, which commenced about the. 
Ist of June last.—1 am sensible that a revival of religion, or an awakening to 
a sense of man’s fallen condition by nature, among that class of our fellow- 
men, confined in a state prison, is often looked upon with some degree of 
mistrust and doubt; and I acknowledge the world may have some reason for, 
suspicions to arise. My own experience among that unhappy class of men, 
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teaches me that motives impure and selfish are sometimes found among them, 
and cases have oceurred which made it very evident that the principal object 
of their heart was to obtain a particular favor, impose upon their keepers, or 
to receive a pardon; but I am happy to declare that I believe a good work of 
grace is begun at the Vermont state prison.—-Many circumstances might be 
related, which would satisfy the legislature, I think, that I am correct. Mr. 
Robbins, who is officiating as chaplain, (and who was chaplain of the New 
Hampshire prison the last year) has been employed since the Ist of June last, 
and his labors and instructions have been very beneficial to tne convicts, and 
I doubt not but a blessing has followed his instructions. 

The amount of money received by the admission of persons to visit the 
state prison for the past year, is $217 80—which sum is passed to the credit 
- of the institution. do

The superintendent of the Vermont state prison made the following Report 
on the subject of enlarging :he prison, and of solitary confinement :— 


To the General Assembly d the State of Vermont, now. in session: 


Agreeably to a resolution. passed by the hon. legislature at their last ses- 
sion, directing the superintendent of the Vermont state prison, to lay before 
the legislature, at their next session, an estimate of the probable expense of 
so altering and enlarging th» state prison, that it shall contain at least 150 
cells ; and also to present steh information as may be in his possession, cal- 
culated to show the advantages of separate confinement for the convicts, the 
following report is respectftlly submitted.— 

'Tbe superintendent has devoted a measure of his time for the past year, 
and previously, to the subje:t embraced in Fi aforesaid resolution—particu- 
larly to that part of it conne:ted with the advantages arising from separate or 
solitary confinement of theconvicts, during the hours of rétirement from 
labor. The undersigned dems it proper, in order that the legislature be made 
acquainted with the probab e expense that would accrue, in altering and en- 
larging the state prison, so that 150 cells might be made, to state, it will be 
necessary to build a new wing, or range of cells, independent or separate 
from the one now in use. The present prison, for night confinement, is built 
after the: manner originally adopted in tbe several states, or very near to the 
same pattern, With rooms sufficiently large to contain from four to eight per- 
sons. Our prison contains 34 cells or lodging rooms in three stories— the 
lower story has 16 cells—the second 10, and the third 8 cells. The dimen- 
sions of the rooms in the lower story are too small to divide them—the 2d 
and 3d stories are.of larger dimensions, and can, by running a partition thro’ 
each room, be made to contain double the nuinber ;— but by this alteration, 
the building could not be made to contain more than 50 cells: Consequently, 
a new wing, or prison, will be necessary to be erected, adjoining the keeper's 
house, sufficiently: large to contain 100 cells; aud agreeably to a plan in the 
possession of the subscriber, a buitilitig might be made of about the dimen- 
sions of the present one, sufficiently large to contain the 100 cells on three 
stories. The expense of altering the old prison, and building the new wing, 
as far as [ have been able to make th» estiujate, (a statement of which is more 
particularly made and herewith submitted) will amount to about $7,000, pro- 
vided it should be thought advisable for tlie convicts to be employed, so far 
as is practicable and profitable in the work; and I am satisfied that no addi- 
tional appropriation of money will be necessary to complete the work, other- 
wise than what is now allowed by law for the support of the state-prison. 

In regard to that part of the resolution, requesting such information as may 
be in my power to communicate, toucbing the advantages resulting from sep- 
arate and solitary confinement during the night, I fcel incompetent to the 
task, and unable todo that justice to the subject which its importance de- 
mands—knowing, and of which the general assembly are well aware, that it 
is a subject which has employed, of late, the talents and pens of some of the 
most able writers in the United States, and whose sole object appeaes to be 
to improve the condition and morals of that unhappy and wretched class of 
our fellow-men confined in state penitentiaries. 1 have no doubt that the 
hon. legislature will join with me in this sentiment, that the principal design 
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e outlet of .vice, and is-the.correction of ertor ; 


entered the penitentiary. It may be true that all are not equally eorruptéd ; 
but I believe it is not true that many escape uninjured. Permit meto use the 
language of an unfortunate prisoner whose long confinement has given him 
à great opportunity to learn the growth and progress of vice arising from con- 
viets associating together during the night.—-He says, (respecting the abuse 
of the Bible) * If the youth have any restraint from the considerations of re- 
“ligious motives—if the counsel of friends without are still remembered—the 
“ Bible still regarded, and the voice of the chaplain respected—there is an an- 
“ tidóte for all this: The authority of the Bible is then considered, and you 
“ would be surprised to hear with what ease and fluency our party-colored 
* freethinkers can sap the foundation of the christian faith: They seem to be 
“ deeply versed in all such learning ; and when the young and unlearned lis- 
“ten, they are sure of making converts.—I have seen and heard all that I 
" have expressed, and am confident that many young persons have imbibed 
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“sq much deism from their instructions, that they have béen able to throw 
“ off all restraint, and go on in a course of crime with little if any remorse.” 
These are some of the reasons I take the liberty to submit for the conside- 
ration of the general assembly, and would recommend separate confinement 
for the convicts of our state prison during the night season. A penitentiary 
of this kind would, in my opinion, GC the happiest results.

RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
FOR THE PRESENT SESSION. 


QF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 


First.—The credentials of the members shall be ptesented to the Secreta- 
ry of State, or in his absence, the Clerk ofthe House for the preceding year, 
either in the morning of the day of election, or on the day preceding; who 
shall make out a list, by counties, of such members as shall have presented 
their credentials ; aud shali take his seat in the House, at nine o'clock in the 
morning of the day of election, and having called to order, shall proceed to 
call the members, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats, they shall 
(having first taken the necessary oaths,) proceed to the choice of Speaker 
and Clerk pro tem., and on the nomination of the Speaker, shall appoint a 
cominittee, consisting of three members from each county, to join such com- 
mittee as the Governor and Council may appoiut, to receive, sort and count 
the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Treasurer and Councillors. 


Second.—'The House shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) at 9 o'clock ` 


in the morning, and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise special- 
ly ordered. 


OF COMMITTEES.

if, at the time of his appointment, he shall be a member of three other com- 
mittees, 


Sizth.—Wheri the House shall have ordered the appointment of a commit- 
tee, the Speaker shall be entitled to one recess of the House, in which to 
make the appointment.

OF THE RIGHTS AND. DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER AND OTHER MEMBERS. 


First.—The Speaker shall take the chair, at the hour to which the House 
stands adjourned ; and when a quorum shall have assembled, he shall call to 
order and proceed to business—causing the journal of the preceding day to 
be read at tlie opening of the House on each day, unless otherwise ordered 
- by the House. He shall preserve order, and may speak on all questions of 
order, in preference to any other member, rising from his seat for tbat pur- 
pose, and shall decide on all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
House. 


Second.—In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the gallery or 
lobby, the Speaker may cause the same to be cleared. 


Third.—If any member in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the rules of 
the House, the Speaker shall, or any other member may, call to order, in 
: which case the member so called to order, shall immediately sit down, unless 
permitted to explain ; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide the same 
. without debate. If the decision be in favor of the member so called to or- 

der, he shall be at liberty to proceed—if otherwise, and the case require, he 
shali be liable to the censure of the House. < 


Fourth.—No member shall. speak more than twice to the same question, 
without permission from the House, nor shall he speak a second time while 
the floor is claimed by a member who has not spoken to the question under 
consideration.

To the General Assembly, now siting: 


The committee, to whom was referred that part of Ode governos speech : 
which relates to the state priscn, report, 
That from all the information they have been able to obtain, atthe present 
session of the legislature, relative to that highly important subject, which so~ 
deeply concerns the security, rights and morality of community, and the re- ` 

formation and future usefulness of that deplorable class of men, who, for their 
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; crimes, are legally banished from their families and society—from the infid- 
ence of truth and virtue, and fram the benefits of industry,—your ‘committee 
are of opinion, that by the present system of government and.prison disci- 
Pline, arising fram the construction and accommodations of the prison, and 
its cells, the unfortunate youth in erimes, and the.most artful and incorrigi- 
-ble offenders, necessarily become the associated wretches in vice, upon their 
first entrauce within the walls of the prison.—They contaminate one another 
until the last spark of virtue, which once animated tneir hearts, becomes 
extinct. 

Your committee find that there are only thirty cells, of different dimensions, 
in the present state prison ; and that there were, on the first day of October 
instant, one hundred and thirty convicts, which is the usual number in.the 
prison. This number is more than four convicts to éach cell. 

, These convicts, the old and the young—the novice in the art of committing 
crimes.and villainies, and the most daring and. perfected villains, are, neces- 
sarily, placed together, for the greater part of the time, in these solitary rooms 
or cells, without any means of useful knowledge or instruction. 

The constant and evil communications of the most experienced and artfal 
in crimes and wickedness, stifle all virtuous reflections, in the thoughtful con- 
vict, and harden him in vice; when, if left to his own reflections, he might 
become penitent aud be brought to repentance and lasting reformation. 

Your committee believe that the ultimate objects of all punishments, are 
the prevention of crimes—the promotion of virtue aud industry, and the refor- 
mation and future usefulness of offenders. 

These objects, your committee believe, can never be obtained'by a promis- 
cuous confinement of any considerable number in the same room. The most 
artful and depraved will naturally become instructers for the rest, and the 
whole moral atmosphere be contaminated. 

. This system will make every room a school of vice, and engender in the 
mind every species of crime and wickedness, which the depraved heart of 
man can imagine, or his malignant passions invent. l 

_The punishment of associated confinement and labor, thus inflicted, 
‘strengthens the evil inclinations and propensities of every convict—steels his 
heart against every humane, penitent and virtuous feeling, and prepares him, 
when liberated, to become hostile to civil society, and more readily and art- 
‘fully to commit every species of wickedness. , 

Your committee, therefere, recommend to the censideration of ihe legisla- 
ture, the erection of an additional wing, according to the plan of the superin- 
tendent, accoinpanying this report, with the addition of one story, and to 
have the area, or space between the inner and outer walls, extended around 
the whole building, and to have one hundred and thirty-six cells, seven feet 
long and three and a half feet wide, for rhe separate and solitary confinement 
of each canvict. 

Your committee believe that almost every convict, thus accommodated a- 
Jone in a cell, with good advice and suitable instruction, and the use of books, 
may, in his solitary hours of reflection, be brought to correct views of him- 
self—to cherish virtuous feelings and actions, and, in due time, be safely re- 
‘stored to liberty, and become a useful citizen. 

Your committee have fully examined the estimate of the necessary expen- 
ses of erecting and finishing the additional wing, and making some alterations 
in the old building, to accomodate female coavicts, and provide a suitable 
hospital ; and they believe that the whole will not exceed the sum of eight 
thousand dollars ;—ana they believe that a considerable part of that sum may 
be saved by-employing convicts to do many parts of the manual labor in and 
near the prison yard. 

Your committee thereupon recommend to the consideration of the legisla- 
ture the accompanying bill, and that they pass the same into a law.

The commissioners appointed by virtue of a resolution passed at this ses- 
sion of the legislature, to investigate the circumstances of the death or escape 
of Joseph Burnham from the state prison, made the following - 


E REPORT.: SS 


To the General: Assembiy, now sitting: 


The commissioners appointed to investigate the circumstances of the death 
or escane of Joseph Burnham, a convict in the State prison, in Oct. 1826, re- 
spectfully report, That they proceeded to examine the testimony of a number 
of the officers of the state prison, and others, tending to prove that the said 
Burnham, on the 15th day of October, A. D. 1826, died in the state prison, in 
Windsor; and that on the 17th day of October, the body of said Burnham 
was delivered to bis friends, and by them interred in Woodstock. Although 
the evidence of his death was positive, and calculated (if contradicted) to con- 
vince any reasonable person that Burnham was dead, yet the commissioners 
were infornied that $e persons residing in ihe city of New-York, who were 
well acquainted witlà Burnham, previous to his conviction, had frequently 
stated, since his supposed death, that Burnham was alive, and in the city of 
New-York; and that one of said persons, to wit, Lyman Mower, alias Josh- 
ua Cobb, had made an affidavit, stating that Burnham was alive and in the 
city of New-York ;—the substance of which affidavit had been published in 
the newspapers; and a proposition was made to the commissioners, by the- 
said Mower, through a third person, to produce the said Burnham alive, if a 
liberal reward should be offered. 

_ The commissioners therefore considered it inexpedient to make a report on 
the subject, without procuring all the evidence relating to Burnham, that 
could be obtained in the city of New-York. One of the commissioners, hay- 


ac 


ing procured from, his excelleacy the gavernor, the necessary papers, pro- 
ceeded to the city of New-York, and.called on the said Lyman Mower, on 
the 23d inst. October, who informed the commissioner, that he bad frequent- 
ly seen the said Burnham in the city of New-York—that he knew him per- 
fectly, and was confident he could not be mistaken—That Burnham then 
called himself Patrick Dolon—that he [Mower] had not seen Dolon since De- 
cember last, but understood he was seen in the city of New-York about two 
weeeks previous to the 23d October instant. The commissioner then offered 
Mower a reward of five hundred dollars, if he would produce the said Joseph 
Burnham, and return him to Vermont within fifteen days, and a guurantee 
that the said Burnhain should be pardoned if he returned. 

Mower insisted that the person above named was Joseph Burnham—that 
the first time he saw him in the city of New-York, was in the debtors’ jail, 
where he [Mower] was then confined, on a writin favor of Abraham P. Par- 
sons, the Saturday evening next preceding the day on which he [Mower] was 
discharged from said prison.—The papers relating to the discharge of Mow- 
er were then examined ; and it appeared ihat he svas discharged from prison 
on Tuesday the 17th October, 1826. i 

Mower still insisted that Dolon was the identical Joseph Burnham ; and 
the search was continued until the said Dolon was found in the city of New- 
York, on the 24th instant. Mower then said he was deceived—that the man 
was not Joseph Burnham; and on inquiry, found Dolon bad resided in the 
city of New-York six or seven years—had wrought for Mower on a building 
in New-York, in the spring of the year“1826, which Mower said he had for- 
gotten until that morning, but then distinctly recoiiecied it. 

Mower then made the affidavit which accompanies this report. 

Two gentlemen, now residing in the cy of New-York, who were well 


acquainted with Burnham in Woodstock, saw the said Dolon, and certify that ` 


he is not Juseph Burnham. 

The affidavit of Aaron B. Cutter was algo before the commissioners ; but 
from the character of Cutter, ihe commissioners are of opinion that his state- 
ments are not entitled to credit. ? 

‘The several affidavits which have been before the commissioners, accom- 
pany this report. , 

From all the evidence the commissioners have been able to procure, rela- 
ting to this subject, we cannot hesitate to say, that Joseph Buruham died on 
the 15th day of October, A. D. 1826, in the state prison, at Windsor.

Your committee are unable to perccive any constitutional obstacle to such 
laws, or any conclusive evidence of thew inexpediency or injurious and one 
pressive effects upon the southern siates, or upon any other particular sece- 
tion of our copniry. 

Your committee have yet to learn, and this by fair experiment, that the 
tariff laws, now in Torce, and so zealously opposed by the anti-toriff states, 
will provo injurious to our southern brethren. We do confidently anticipate 
a different result. lt is believed, that the alarming apprehensions entertain- 
ed by them, are in a great degree imaginary; and will vanish in the progress 
of a reasonable practical trial, | 

But even admitting that the laws in question should operate for the pres- 
ent, less beneficially upon some parts of our country than others, that cireum- 
stance may be urged more against their expediency than the ‘constitutional 
: riglit of congress to legislate on those impartant subjects.—For we can name 
but few, if any, cases of impost and taxation, that do not bear more heavily 
upon some portions of cur union than others, Some places are enriched and 
rapidly buik up by our commercial and nayigation laws, while others scarce. 
ly feei their salutary influence. And eats many instances of the like partial 
operation of general laws may be cited, the right and authority of the gov- 
ernment in enacting them are noi called in question.—Nor can your comtnit- 
tee otherwise constrüuce the clauses and provisions in the constitution of the 
United States, .so often cited in tne discussion of these topics, than as ex- 
pressly, or by far implication, giving to congress the powers and jurisdice 
tion herein contended for. : 

If the sole question under consideration rested upon the expediency and 
policy of ‘adopting a course of measures for rapidly advancing the -manufac- 
turing interests of this country, and going extensively into appropriations for 
interna! improvements, ard especially without a just regard to the different 
sections of the country, there might arise some diversity of sentiment and 
fecling among your committee. l i 

But such has not appeared to be the case. They are satisfied that congress 
has approached these subjects with great ¢are and circumspection; and that 
in such a course, your conmmittee confidently trust, that neither our true pole 
icy, nor constitutional privileges, have been disregarded or infringed. And 
they are the more confirmed in this opinion, from the able writings of some 
of the first and most experienced statesmen and civilians ôf our country ; and 
more especially from the recent discussions in congress, where these subjects 
have undergone the most thorough and critical investigation.

The adoption of the general ticket system, by several 
of the states, within a short neriod—its admitted advantage over the district 
system, in uniting the power of a state, and tlie evident favor in which. it ig 
now held, warrant an opinion that all the states will ultimately adopt it. 
Your committee sannot coincide in the opinion expressed in the resoltitions 
under consideration, that ihe'election of president and vice-presidant ought. 
in no case whatever-to be submitted to the decision ofthe house of represen- 
tatives of the United States. No substitute for an alteration of the constitu- 
tion, in this important point, is before your committee; and ti.ey are not pre» 
pared to assent io the proposition in the abstract.
